AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS 1  IMPORTED  AND  EXPORTED  BY  THE  UNITED  STATES  IN 
THE  YEARS  ENDED  JUNE  30,  1892  TO  1896,  INCLUSIVE. 

The  purpose  of  this  circular  is  to  present  in  convenient  form  for 
comparison  a  detailed  statement  of  the  quantities  and  values  of  the 
various  agricultural  products  imported  and  exported  by  the  United 
States  during  each  fiscal  year  from  1892  to  1896,  inclusive.  The  figures 
given  are  based  upon  the  official  trade  returns  published  annually  by 
the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the  Treasury  Department. 

In  connection  with  the  statements  in  detail  to  appear  beyond,  the 
following  summary  table  is  presented,  showing  the  relation  that  the 
imports  and  exports  of  agricultural  products  bore,  respectively,  to 
the  total  imports  and  exports  in  each  of  the  five  years  under  consider- 
ation, and  also  the  extent  to  which  the  agricultural  exports  exceeded 
the  agricultural  imports  :
